The ship, which participated in 40 
engagements and met with no defeats, 
was gone over thoroughly by Mr. 
Coolidge, the first president to visit it 
while in office. He read with in- 
terest the documents on board, which 
told of the frigate’s bombardment of 
Tripoli against the pirates and its en- 
gagement with the Guerriere in the 
battle of 1812. 

Launched in 1797 across the harbor 
from where it now is, the Constitu- 
tion served actively until 1882.

Despite the large numbers of klans- 
men who wandered about the streets

Washington, August 8.—(4)—The 
program of. consolidating government

running resulted today in orders to 
about 300 special narcotic agents to 
cooperate with the customs and pro- 
hibition units in preventing liquor 
smuggling. 

This will bring alien treasury 

agents on duty at the borders and 
seaports into one organization. The 
narcotic force is composed of highly 
trained men, all operating under civil 
service. 
’ Driving at the breaking up of gen- 
eral smuggling as well as rum-run- 
ning, the treasury has thrown a patrol 
along the Canadian border from the 
Atlantie to the Pacific and is pre- 
pared to augment the force as necessi- 
ty dictates. 

While a fairly large force has been 
maintained from Maine to Buffalo, the 
great sweep of the international line 
from the Great Lakes to the Pacific 
has been almost without protection. 
Steps have been taken, therefore, to 
organize a force in this territory un- 


-der the customs collectors.

Treasury officials explained that

Needs Funds, Gaines Says 
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The state sanitarium at Miiledge- 
ville was the first hospital for the 
insane in the United States to sub- 
stitute humane treatment for harsh 


measures, abolishing iron cribs and 
other forms of mechanical restraint, 
tearing down brick walls that pa- 
tients might be treated more like 
patients in a hospital, with plenty of 
fresh air and recreation, according to 
Dr. Lewis M. Gaines, neurological 
specialist, and for several years pro- 
fessor of psychiatry. on the Emory 
medical board. 

“Contrary to the generally accepted 
conception of what an asylum is like,” 
be said, “there are no padded cells 
at Milledgeville, and no straight-jack- 
lets. Windows are not barred, and 
;on several wards the doors are not 
locked until night. Among the things 
that medical science has disclosed 
about the treatment of the insane is 
the discovery that réstriction tends to 
aggravate rather than relieve most 
conditions. I understand that at Mil- 
ledgeville confinement is seldom re- 
sorted to, and then for a very limited 
time—thut patients (under the care 
of attendants) are allowed the free- 
dom of the wards and grounds. Far 
i\from being a walled city, the sanitari- 
/um is surrounded by a beautiful park, 
where patients can be seen under the 
eare of attendants practically every 
day. The acutely ill and surgical cases 
are cared fot in the infirmary exact- 
ly as they would be in any first-class 
hospital, with the exception that more 
special nurses are required. 

“Public opinion has brought about 
'a wide extension of the powers of the 
i'government in dealing with matters of 
|publie health and welfare. Just as 
|the menace of yellow fever, plague, 
‘cholera, typhoid, malaria, smallpox 
la nd other contagious diseases, and even 
'tuberculosis and eancer, are being 
| greatly lessened through civie and gov- 
‘ernmental supervision, mental dis- 
; eases are now occupying the attention 
of the state and national governments. 

“Mental diseases are on the increase. 
| According to statistics, after ‘the world 
war it was found that 10 per cent of 
ithe men evacuated were disabled from 
‘hysteria and other nervous diseases 
‘ruther than from wounds. One 
‘three of the ex-service men in 
‘ernment hospitals today 
psychiatric patients. The patients 
in our mental hospitals nearly equal 
those in all hospitals combined. There 
are more patients in the hospitals for 
the insane than we have students in 
‘all our colleges and universities. Dis- 
‘eased minds are said to be responsi- 
hle for one-third of the crime commit- 
‘ted in our country. From one-third 
to one-sixth of the income of most of 
our states is required for the support 
of our hospitals for the insane, 
G;eorgia alone, according to a report 
‘submitted to the 
-vears ago, the number has grown from 
‘1 in 908 of population to 1 in 714 in 
ithe past forty years.

Thursday night about .10:30 he 
slipped into the house, up the stairs 
and when his father, aroused by his 
entrance, came to the bedroom door 
called ont “who's there?” the 
boy said he fired, killing him. Mrs. 
Vandervoort, hearing the erack of the 
rifle, eame to the bedroom door and 
her son also fired at her. 

The boy declared in his confession 
that “only then after shooting my 
mother did I become fully wakened.” 
He said the crime had been commit- 
ted “while I was half asleep.” 

He fled from the house, taking the 
family car and drove toward Kein- 
beck, the former home of the Vander- 
yoorts. ‘Three miles from there he 
ran into a ditch near the home of 
friends of the family. He aroused 
these people and told them an assas- 
sin had killed his parents and forced 
him to flee in his car. 

Mother Accuses Son, 

The family immediately got 
touch with a Parkersburg physician, 
who, upon going to the Vandervoort 
home, found Mrs. Vandervoort barely 
conscious, she gasped ‘‘Warren did it.” 

Warren at first stuck to his story 
of another person killing his father 
and shooting _his mother, but on the 
advice of his friends “decided to make 
a clean breast of things.”

Only 15,000 Registered, 
Less Than Half of Last 
Year’s Number—18 Can- 
didates Pay Fees. 


With but two weeks remaining in 
which candidates may qualify and

Glowing Reports Upon 
Nation’s Business and 
Industrial Conditions 
Are Given To Coolidge.

Secretary Hoover, coming here today

Establishment of new class rated

In his analysis of the decision Mr, 
Watkins declares that the effect of 
the new scale of class rates as far as 
Atlanta is concerned is to. give this 
city even more advantages as a dis- 
tributing point and to make it more 
ideal as an industrial and manufac- 
turing city. 

“Perhaps the greatest advantage Ate 
lanta will derive from this adjust- 
ment is that her rates and rate ree 
lationships are fixed and Atlanta’s 
opportunity to distribute is improved 
so that the establishment of indus- 
tries in Atlanta will be increased and 
the development of Atlanta industrials 
ly will be hastened,” Mr. Watking 
said.

And Question of Religion: 


Twelve Great Innovations 
Introduced Since 1900 
Have Revolutionized 
Nery Life of Nation. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

Washington August 8.—America 
lately has been groping pretty deeply 
into fundamental things. Of ail 
the questions that can come ‘into 
publie controversy, none goes fur- 
ther to the roots than the two now 
jointly in controversy: The question 
of what shall be taught in the public 
schools and questions of religion gen- 
erally. If this tendency of America 
to get excited about questions in the 
field of religion goes on we may have 
controversy of a bitterness the pres- 
ent generation has not known. 

That statement may seem strong, 
considering the recent memory of the 
great war, and some of the feeling 
that arose within America at that 
time. The war-time feeling was part- 
ly responsible for the arising of 
of the present questions. Dring the 
war the disposition of some German 
communities, communities in which 
practically all the people were of Ger- 
man birth or ancestry, and in which 
the office-holders reflected the pre- 
railing emotions—the disposition 
somg of these communities to question 
the justice to the draft act; the sus- 


picion excited among some Americans ; 


that some Germans seemed to have a 
lovalty to the fatherland inconsistent 
with perfect loyalty to America; the 
teaching of the German language in 
some public schools as well as in some 
Lutheran and Catholic parochial 
schoolsa—all that had a large part in 
the recent examination into the teach- 
ing in schools and the recent effort 
of some states to outlaw private 
schools, Further than that, one of 
the reasons for the spread of the Ku 
Klux Klan just after the war lay in 
a wartime episode that has not ever 
been printed, so far as I know. That 
story, however,

The group of decisions of the su- 
preme court known as the “insular 
cases” is now now much heard of ex- 
cept by lawyers and students of the 
constitution. It was a famous episode 
of the early years of this century. As 
a result, largely unanticipated, of the 
Spanish war, America had acquired 
territories overseas—the Philippines, 
1: Porto Rico and some others.

Other School. 


The other school of thought insisted 
‘that the United States, by virtue of the 
mere fact that it was a nation, had an 
inherent right to have “dependencies ;” 
that the United States had the power 
to have dependencies in the same sense 
that the British empire, for example, 


has the power to have colonies. 

That controversy was part of the 
In due 
course the supreme court decided sub- 
stantially in accordance with the sec- 
ond school. The decisions in the “‘in- 
sular cases’ were to the effect .that 
the United States can administer the 
Philippines permanently as an ex- 
traterritorial dependency, and that the 
Filipinos de not 
guaranteed to American citizens by the 
constitution until congress shall, by af- 
firmative action, extend these rights 
te them. 

The effect of the decisions in the 
“insular cases’’ was to make it possi- 
ble for the United States to expand in 
the extraterritorial sense—to be in 
short, 
be one. 

The decision of the supreme court 
in the lottery ease of 1903 was trivial 
in ifs substance. It was about a lot- 
tery ticket that has been sent through 
the mails from one state to another. 
The supreme court declared that the 
federal government had the right to 
prevent the shipment of lottery tickets 
from state to state. That was an 
epochal innovation. It opened up the 
way for a federal police power which 
was later exercised in the passage of 
an act forbidding the shipment of im- 
pure food, an act calling for the in- 
spection of meat in interstate com- 
merce, and several other important 

“nublic welfare” laws. ‘his decision 
gave to the federal government what 
it had not had before, a police power 
similar to the police power of the 


, States, 


It facilitated the coming of 
prohibition, For several years con- 
gress exercised this new power with 
increasing latitude. Just lately the 
supreme court, 
cisions, has laid down the principle

that while this power exists there are 
| boundaries it must not pass. 
Direct Election. 

The direct election of United States 
senators tells its:own story. Preyious 
to 1913 the United States senators 
were elecied. not by the direct vote of 
the people, but by vote of the state 
legislature. The change is a long step 
away from the old American concep- 
tion of representative government, of 
the federal government as a union of 
the states. ‘The immediate motive for 
the change lay in the fact that in 
several elections of United States sen- 
ators by state legislators there had 
been scandals associated with flagrant 
bribery. The most notorious case was 
in Montana. 

The graduated income tax amend- 
ment to the federal constitution in 
1913 was a long step away from a 
sanctity that private property had al- 
ways. enjoyed in the United States. 
The theory of the graduated income 
tax is that the rich man must pay, not 
only in proportion to his wealth, but 
in greater proportion, ‘That was an 
unprecedented assertion of the power 
of the government over property, The 
graduated income tax law was, in 
intent and effect, not merely a mech- 
anism for raising revenue to run the 
but for social leveling. 

The growth of the power of organ- 
ized Jabor has been a new and steady 
evolution. It expressed itself in many 
laws. The most conspicuous was the 
Adamson act in 1916. In that year 
the railroad unions were threatening 
a strike for an eight-hour day. Presi- 
dent Wilson, bélieving the strike, to 
be imminent, and believing it to’ he 
a very great danger in the light of 
the war that was then on in Europe 
and was threatening to involve us, 
asked congress to pass legislation re- 
quiring the railroads to grant the de- 
mands of the union. 


The draft as a mechanism for pro- 
viding man-power for war was a 
sartling innovation 
of the government’s control over the 
liberty of the individual. There had 
been draft acts before in América, 
but none like this. There was a kind 
of draft act in the war of 1812. 
There was a draft act in the civil 
war, but it did not come until after 
the war had been two years under 
way, and it was attend by a pro- 
vision that permitted any man sub- 
ject to draft to hire a substitute. 

Draft Act Novelty. 

The novelty about the draft act of 
1917 was that it was an absolute 
exercise by the government of the 
right to require any man or classes 
of men it chose to designate to serve 
under arms without any possibility 
of escape through hiring a substitute 
or otherwise. In addition, the 1917 
draft act called on men to serve in a 
war abroad. This latter was the fea- 
ture of the act emphasized in the 
subsequent litigation in which the su- 
preme court sustained the law. The 
passage of the draft act through con- 
gress in the opening days of our par- 
ticipation in the war was extremely 


dramatic. President Wilson created 
an atmosphere of necessity and of 
prestige lodging in the presidency, 
such that members of congress voted 
for the draft act as Wilson proposed 
it, who, 24 hours before, would have 
sworn in good faith that they never 
would subscribe to a proposal for 
subjecting America to a _ military 
draft.

When aviation and the radio came 
the national government assumed the 
authority to regulate them. It exer- 
cised the authority almost without op- 
position, althoigzsh it was at a time 
when there was a revival of the senti- 
ment of states’ rights to resist the en- 
eroachment of the federal government. 
But the very nature of the radio and 
aviation was such that they were rec- 
ognized as things which in their na- 
ture ignored state lines, and which

It may be that aviation and the 
radio, coupled with the telephone and 
the motion picture, will work a revolu- 
tion oyer an area broader even than 
‘the whole of the United States. To 
any one who reflects about it. it 
must seem inevitable that these four 
innovations in the field of science and 
invention will work toward a greater 
solidarity of the whole world. Among 
other things they work toward a uni- 
versal language. When I was pres- 
ent at the opening of the telephone 
between ©Ouba and the United States, 
and heard President Harding talk in 
English to the Spanish-speaking prcsi- 
dent of Cuba, one was obliged to re- 
alize instantly that the telephone, as 
it extends itself, will tend to make 
some Janguage or other universal. ‘The 
radio, obviously, has the same tend- 
ency. Although several - countries, 
specifically Mexico and Great Britain, 
have begun to take account of ihe 
American motion picture as an agency 
tifat tends to carry American man- 
ners, American points of view and 

merican institutions into othér coun- 


and points of view.

|fundamenial in the evolution of BO- |

work of scienti&ts working in Jabora- 
tories, or of inventors in industry. 
If we compare them with the political 
innovations we shall arrive at some 
interesting reflections. 

All the twelve innovations in the 
field of politics, legislation and judi- 
cial decisions are important. But 
have they really meant as much to 
the average man as the unnoticed ad- 
vances constantly going on in the field 
of science and industry? To put it 
correctly, how shall we weigh the rel- | 
ative importance of a man like Bryan, 
who was instrumental in bringing 
about several of the political inno- 
vations, and men like Wilbur and 
Orville W right? 


Ford and La Follette. 


Another comparison can be suggest- 
ed between, for example, La Follette 
and Henry Ford. If all the ‘pro- 
posals made by La Follette had been 
enacted into law would he have been 
as great a benefactor to the average 
man as Henry Ford? Ford, of course, 
did not invent the automobile, but 
he gevised and carried on a method 
of mdustry which put at the services 
of practically every person in the 


country an instrument having some- 


thing like 20 to 40 times the power 
of the thing an English king wanted 
when he said: “My kingdom for a 
horse.” 

If one should turn to the field of 
science and industry and attempt to, 
make a summary of innovations in: 
that field during the past 25 years 
analogous to the present summary of 
political innovations—in that. case, 
just what mechanical and _ scientific 
innovations ought to be listed as hav- 
ing had outstanding importance dur- 
ing the last 25 years? Certainly the 
perfection of the gasoline engine and 
its adaptation to the automobile ought 
to be included. Certainly also the 
radio and the airplane should be in- 
cluded, Wireless telegraphy belongs, 
because the first. wireless message 
across the ocean came in 1901. 

Another interesting summary would 
consist of those advances in medi- 
cine which have added six years to 
the average mian’s life since 1900. :

20 cents per pound. 

The market this week was featured 
by a better grade of tobacco being 
brought to market, small lots bringing 
a price ranging from 30 to 90 cents 
per pound.

It is probably true that the mar- 
ket, for the most part, opened from 
one week to 10 days too early, as cur- 
ings have been slow, and in some

Public Demand for Stocks 
Unabated Despite Season 


BY C. H. PLATT. 
New York, August 8.—(Spectal.)— 
The stock market boiled over at times 


during the past week, when many 
stocks went far into new high ground. 
This was accomplished in -the face 
of heavy profit-taking in some places 
and actual weakness in a few stocks. 
Also there would be times when some 
stock that‘had advanced very rapidly 
would’ turn weak for a brief time 
when profit-taking appeared. 

The main support came from the 
pools and big operators who are 
working special issues, but there is 
also a good and continuous ‘public 
demand. Whenever an issue shows 
signs of going up a publie following 
is promptly attracted. ‘This situation 
is unusual for this season of the 
year, when the public is seldom in- 
terested in the market to any extent. 
Brokers report that there is as large 
a public attendance in their custom- 
ers’ rooms as is normal in the win- 
ter, while the mail of many large 
houses has been heavier this summer 
than at this season in any previous 
year. It has been this constant in- 
terest which has made it possible to 
not only keep the volume of trading 
at very high levels for July and 
August, but to “put over” a large 
number of special moves in various 
stocks. 

Several Stocks in Boom Class. 

In the past week several new stocks 
went into the “boom” class, that is, 
they moved up 5 to 10 points in two 
or three sessions, and two or three of 
them went up 15 to 20 points in a 
few days. ‘This is the sort of thing 
that the public likes. It is not: the 
kind of a market, however, that con- 
servative interests favor. It is a 
situation that always tends to get out 
of control, and it is nérmal for there 
to be a steady spread of this wild 
trading until it reaches such propor- 
tions that the banks step in and put 
a stop ot it. The situation in the 
market is very similar to that of 
1919, when a period of strength and 
activity, that started early that year, 
continued through the summer, reach- 
ing its highest point in the early fall 
months and being followed by active 
steps by banking interests to stop it 
in mid-fall.. Then a long period of 
declining markets followed. 

In the present situation there is not 
the same over-extension of loans and 
tight money which had developed by 
this date in 1919 and which steadily 
grew worse. There is still plenty of 
money available for trading, and 
while loan rates have been tending 
higher, there is no indication of a 
real stringency for a.long time to 
come. — 

Plenty of Pessimists. 

There are plenty of pessimists on 
market prospects. They consider 
stocks far too high, but when they 
attempt to put their theories into ac- 
tion and go_ short of stocks they fail 
to get prices down. Several times in 
the past few weeks, and again early 
in the past week, there has been con- 
certed short selling by professional 
traders, but the minute they have 
tried to cover a scarcity of offerings 
has been diselosed and shorts have 
been forced to bid prices up and have 
taken losses. 

There is some limit to the advance, 
| but no one knows whether it has been 
| reached in the stocks which have been 


the strongest, or whether it may not | 


be reached until they have gone far 
| higher. There are also many stocks 
which are in a bullish market posi- 
tion which have thus far had no part 
in the advance and it is believed that 
| when the leaders of the upward move-

ithe big trading interests and pools 
will then turn to these other stocks 
and support them for good advances. 

Many of the rails, for example, 
have done very little for a long 
time, and others, have kad only 
moderate advances in  proporition 
to many of the industrial. leaders. 
The tobacco, copper, steel and rub- 
ber groups have moved up only 
moderately. The oils have actuai- 
ly declined and may he saved for 
advances when the rest of the market 
is all through. ‘There are dozens of 
individual stocks in various groups 
and among the specialties which are 
in a position to move higher and 
which may have their day later in the 
fall months. 

Possibilities for More Advances. 

Tt is @normal for the distinctly 
speculative stocks to have some big 
gains at the tail end of a bull market. 
In fact. the last phase of it is normal- 
ly confined entirely to more specula- 
tive stocks and many of these issues 
have been quiet for a long time and 
are not yet showing any signs of life. 

In considering all of these facts, it 
would appear that there a~> still pos- 
sibilities in many parts of the market 
for substantial advances, even if many 
of the old leaders may be near to their 
best prices or may have already seen 
them. The big factor around which 
a further extension of strength in 
stotks is expected is the prospect for

Reflected in Bond Prices. 


The prospects for higher money 
have been reflected in scattered se!]- 
ing in the bond market. This has par- 
ticularly affected the higher grade is- 
sues and short term securities which 
directly compete with money rates. 
There has been a good demand for 
bonds when they are offered at con- 
cessions, but the insurance companies 
and other large dealers in bonds have 
been inclined to'buy only when prices 
suit them and in seme ¢ases are un- 
derstood to be holding back in hopes 
that they may be able to pick up se- 
lected bhnds at still lower prices: be- 
fore long. 

A reduction in Gulf Coast crude oil 
and lower gasoline prices in some sec- 
tions of the country were a surprise 
to the stock market, for there has been 
a steady increase in the consumption 
of crude and refined oil. ‘The sta- 
tistical position of the oil industry 
has been pool, from one point of view 
for some time, as there has been an 
enormous amount of oil in storage. 
This situation has been reflected ia a 
heavy selling movement and weakness 
in some oil stocks, and this has un- 
settled the market for the whole oil 
group. There are some observers who 
believe that this is just a ‘“‘shake out” 
of a public following in the oil list, 
but others think that it represents an 
inability to maintain interest in the 
oils which never could get going on a 
real advance. One view holds that 
the oil shares will be taken up again 
in an aggressive way and a really big 
advance occur later, and the other 
métely looks for good rallies, but not 
a real advance. Many oil companies 
had the best earnings in years in the 
first half of 1925, which has not been 
discounted in the price of their stocks 
thus far. 

Motor Prices Are Cut. 


A number of price reductions hare 
been made on motor cars and nearly 
all of the leading makers: have made 
some price concessions on 1926 models 
of pleasure cars. This: has caused 
some of the motor stocks to react, but 
others have held firm. The shares of 
the truck and bus companies have 
been strong, however, in reflecting 
the growing business for commercial 
motor cars. 

Railroad car loadings have contin- 
ued at a very high rate and have 
been above 1,000,000 weekly for sey- 
eral weeks. The president has been 
quoted as favoring voluntary consoli- 
dations of railroads. These conditions 
and generally good earnings of many 
roads have brought about an increas- 
ing demand for many of the leading 
railroad stoeks. The rails as a whole 
are relatively lower than the indus- 
trial stocks, for the | industrial 
averages have steadily advanced into 
new high ground for weeks, while the 
rails have not yet duplicated the high 
averages made early in the current 
year. 

Copper Prices Advancing. 


Copper metal prices are advancing, 
and there are indications of much 
better conditions in this industry. 
There has been a steady reduction in 
the surplus metal on hand, while 
there are evidences of an increase in 
the consumption. This is expected to 
result in still higher prices for cop- 
per metal, and some authorities on 
conditions in the industry expecta 
price of at least 16 cents will 
reached in the next few weeks. 
Throughout the world, and especially 
in the United. States, it is believed 
that there will be a decided gain in 
the consumption of copper during the 
next year. 

* Steel unfilled tonnages for July did 
not decline as much as in preceding 
months and there are possibilities of a 
small gain in August, as new busi- 
ness has been on the increase. The 
firmness of pig iron prices leads to 
expectations of a higher level for steel 
products in the near future. The 
steel trade is looking forward to a 
decided gain in activity in the next 
few weeks and a very busy fall sea- 


n. 

Cotton prices tended somewhat 
lower, reflecting the hetter conditions 
in the Texas crop after the rains in 
that state. There is a feeling of un- 
certainty as to the next trend in 
prices, which will be guided by the 
weather news and anything that may 
arise to show what the cotton goods 
trade will accomplish in the way of 
sales of goods. The trading interests 
seem to be bearish, but they have 
shown an ability to switch to the long 
side on the slightest excuse.

FRENCH AVIATORS 
SET NEW RECORD | 
IN NON-STOP TEST 


Ftampes, France, August 8.—(4)— 
The French aviators Drouhin and 
Landry at 10 o'clock tonight became 
holders of the world’s record for a 
non-stop airplane flight. having cov- 
ered a distance of 4,100 kilometers 
(2,546.1 miles). 

Whe aviators were still in the air 
at 10 o'clock and had fuel to keep 
them going seven hours longer. 

The two fliers who set out at 5:30 
o'clock yesterday morning to break 
the world’s flight record for duration 
and distance are flying over a 62- 
mile course between Chartres and 
Ktampes. 

Their distance record at 10 o'clock 
tonight surpassed the 2,485-mile flight 
made by Lieutenants Kelley and Mac- 
Ready in a United States army plane 
at Dayton, Ohio, in 1923. ‘Their 
continued flight is in an effort to beat 
Druhin’s own duration test of 37 
hours 59 minutes and 10 seconds, 
made last year. 

At noon today both men were in 
excellent physical. condition and were 
confident they could remain aloft for 
50 hours. 


TRANSATLANTIC 
AIRPLANE SERVICE 
PLAN ANNOUNCED 


London, August 8.—(#)—Plans for 
a trans-Atlantic airplane service, us- 
ing double-decker planes with accomo- 
dations for 250 passengers and capa- 
ble of making the run between Lon- 
don and New York in 35 hours, have 
been announced by Joseph Navarro, 
veteran British aircraft designer. The 
fare for a single trip will be about 
55 pounds per passenger. 

The planes will have a wing @pread 
of 185 feet. They will be equipped 
with nine 450 horsepower engines 
each and will provide spacious accom- 
modations for passengers. 

Mr. Navarro said the plans for the 
service have been brought to the at- 
tention of President Coolidge, who 
displayed considerable interest in the 
project, with the result that the 
United States navy authorities have 
given assurance of all possible aid 
for the project. - 


Solid Two-Way Daylight 
Radio .Communication 
Now Reaches MacMillan 


Washington, August 8.—(/)—Two- 
way davlight communication of°a low 
wave, high freugqency basis has been 
established’ between the MacMillan 
Arctic expedition at Etah, Greenland, 
and the navy radio station at Bellevue 
in the District of Columbia. 

Announcement was made at the 
navy department today that the com- 
munication was “solid” at 3 a. m. 
every day, the schedule being pre- 
ceded by a time signal which is ap- 
parently the only one the expedition 
receives with any reliability for cor- 
recting navigational instruments. 
After the time signal is sent the an- 
nouncement said all messages are 
cleared and are ordinarily reported 
copied at Etah 100 per cent. 

‘A peculiarity observed on Mac- 
Millan’s previous Polar expedition,” 
it was said at the department, “was 
that ships on the west coast of Green- 
land cannot be heard with the same 
ease by east coast stations as by mid- 
dle west and even extreme west coast 
stations.” 

Announcement also was made that

munication with the west coast has 
been accomplished on high frequen- 
cies, although the traffic from the 
United States is ordinarily routed by 
way of intermediate stations in the 
Pacific.

Decline of 22,000 Bales he 
Shown in Bureau Report — 


Washington, August 8-—()-—A 
bumper cotton crop is in prospect 
for this year despite adverse condi- 
tions in some of the important produc- 
ing states, 

A forecast of 13,566.000 bales was 
announced today by the department 
of agriculture which based its calcu- 
lation on conditions existmg August 
a Deat .000 bales less than 
forecast from July 16 conditions and 
is slightly below last year. ‘The crop 
is from one to two weeks earlier than 
last season, ginnings to August 1 hav- 
ing been 159,573 bales as compared 
with 21,795 last year, 

The declines in the crop during the 
16-day period were due to drought 
in portions of Texas and Oklahoma 
but these were offset by a lessening 
of weevil menace and by improvement 
prospects in Arkansas, Tennessee and 
Missouri. 

Ginnings of cotton of this year’s 
crop prior to August 1 totaled 159,- 
373 running bales, counting round as 
half bales, compared with 21,795 
bales to that date in 1924 and 64,381 
bales in 1923, the census bureau an- 
nounced. 

The crop reporting board in its 
comments on the feport said: 

“For the cotton belt as a whole the 
condition of 65.6 per cent on August 
1 indicated about 13,566,000 bales: 
of 500 pounds gross weight, a change 
of only 22,000 bales from the figure 
of 13.588,000 bales indicated by the 
condition on JuTy 16. Burther de- 
clines due to drought In portions of 
Texas and Oklohoma have been about 
offset by a lesscning of the weevil 
menace in the southeast and by the 
enhanced prospects in Arkansas, Ten- 
nessee and Missouri. Army worms, 
rust, lice and wilt ate reported from 
scattered localities tn Louisiana, 
Mississippi and adjoining states. Lice 
have practically disappeared in Texas. 


Damage in Texas. 

“In Texas, after July 16, excessive 
temperatures and hot winds did great 
damage, causing the plants to shed 
forms, blooms and small bolls and 
leaves. The growth was stopped ex- 
cept in favored localities: and a con- 
siderable amount of the young cotton 
died. ‘The number of bolls reported 
by correspondents to be safe in Texas 
is only one-half as many as on the 
same date last year. 

“Rains fell in practically the en- 
tire state during the Jast days of 
July and continued into the first days 
of August, with a precipitation rang- 
ing from less than one inch to seven 
| inches. Unfortunately, the drouth- 
stricken central and southern sections 
of the state received the least rain. 
While much benefit will accrue in a 
majority of the counties in this area, 
not too much should be expected in 
those counties where less than two 
inches of rain fell, unless soon fol- 
lowed by more rain. 

“The brilliant promise in Oklahoma 
was .somewhat lessened by the 
droughty conditions in the southwest 


nal 


general rains. In Mississippi anf 
Alabama, the prospects for a : 
crop continued to develop. with enf- 
ficient but not excessive rainfall in 
most sections and slight insect damage 
to date. 
“In Arkansas, the crop has im- 
proved everywhere in the state due to 
timely rains, except in portions of the 
south central and southeastern dis- 
tricts. Fruiting is heavy. The boll 
weeril is being reported from a great- 
er number of points but damage to 


counties, 
Georgia Condition Good. 


“In Georgia good conditions atill 
prevail in the southern half of the 
state, although not so good as they 
were on July 16. In the north cen- 
tral and northeastern Piedmont area 
the long drought has greatly dam- 
aged the crop. Similarly in Sonth 
Jarolina, the central and coastal dis- 
tricts have a good condition, while the 
condition in the Piedmont district has 
continued low, owing to the long 
drought period. While dry conditions 
in these states have injured the plant, 
they have also lessened the weevil 
menace. 

“Boll weevils are much more numer- 
ous than they were last year on Au- 
gust 1 in all states east of the Mis- 
sissippi except Georgia and Tennes- 
see and less numerous in all states 
west of the river. In Louisiana they 
are much more numerous, 

“Reports on the date of the first 
open boll indicate that the crop is a 
week earlier than last year 
southeast and from 10 days to two 
weeks earlier in the rest of the belt.” 


Condition by States. 


Today's forecast compared with 13,- 
588,000 bales announced a fortnight 
ago on the condition of the crop on 
July 16, which was 70.4 per cent of 
a normal, indicating an acre yield of 
140.0 pounds. Production last year 
was 13,627.936 bales, the final acre 
yield was 157.4 pounds and the con- 
dition of the crop on August 1 was 
67:4 per cent.

BULGE IN WHEAT 
HELD TEMPORARY 


Chicago, .August 8.—(/)—Although 
on some transactions wheat today 
outdid the season's previous top price 
record the ‘market later declined as 
a result of efforts to prepare for the 
government crop report due Monday. 
Export buying here at the highest 
premiums yet was largely responsible 
for today’s temporary bulge in wheat 
values. Closing quotations on wheat 
were nervous at 1 cent net decline to 
tc gain, September -$1.66 to $1.66} 
and December $1.63) to $1.64. Cort. 
finished unchanged to je higher. oats 
¢e to ge down and provisions at « 
to 40 cents gain. 

It was estimated that new export 
business in wheat amounted to half 
a million bushels, chiefly hard win- 
ter wheat taken for shipment to Eu- 
rope by way of Montreal. In this 
connection it was said the overseas 
movement of grain out of Montreal 
is surpassing all previous records. 
Fresh foreign buying of future de- 
liveries of wheat here was also re- 
ported as having been in progress to- 
day. On the other hand, the fact 
that Liverpool quotations showed 
relative weakness had considerabie 
bearish effect, being accompanied by 
word of better weather in England, 


An .advance of 183 cents a bushel 
from prices current a week ago was 
shown today when September wheat 
touched today’s maximum, $1.673. 
After reaching that figure the gen- 
eral tendency was down. Neverthe- 
less. good buying developed on all the 
declines and the undertone of the 
market was firm. Country offerings 
of wheat to arrive here were nil. 

In the corn market the effect of 
favorable weather for corn growth 
was more or less offset by smaliness 
of stocks on hand. Liberal arrivals 
tended to ease down oats. 

Provisions were responsive to an 
upturn in hog values.

Trenton, Neb., August 8.—(/)— 
After a lapse of 52 years, all is peace- 
ful between two of the middle west’s 
most powerful Indian  tribes—the 
Pawnees and the Siour. 

Meeting at Massacre Canyon, three 
miles from here, the two tribes, sur- 
vivors of the famous Pawnee-Sioux 
massacre of 1873, in which the war- 
like Sioux killed 156 of the Pawnees, 
met each other, cast bitter feelings 
aside, smoked the “pipe of peace” and 
participated in a general three days’ 
powwow. ‘ 

The Pawnees came from their res- 
ervation at Pawnee, Okla., while the 
Sioux came from Pine Ridge reserva- 
tion, South Dakota. The Sioux have 
commemorated the event every two 
vears for many years, but this is the 
first time the Pawnees have been will- 
ing to meet and smoke. Ten Pawnees 
and seven Sioux participated in the 
“big smoke.” 

Among the Pawnees was Chief 
Ruling Hissum, who is said to be 107 
or 108 years old. 

Several Trenton “pale faces” also 
smoked to-show that the white man 
was still friendly to both tribes. 
Chief Ruling bas always cherished a 
great enmity to the Sioux, and on 
Wednesday refused to sit in the pow- 
wow tent and smoke. However, on 
Thursday he was persnaded to for- 
give, while the pipe was being smoked.

Georgia’s apple crop this year will be 
bigger and better than ever, according 
to reports that are. coming in from 
the apple-growing sections of north- 
ern Georgia. The expected yield is 
above ,000. bushels, 

The: size and quality of this year’s 
fruit will be better than last year, 
because of the favorable moisture and 
a more careful handling of the trees 
by fertilization, spraying, worming, 
etc. Growers have applied themselves 
more this season to the growing of 


more perfect fruit than in other years, 
realizing that this means more money 


for them. 

J. L. Roper, of the: Consolidated 
Apple Growers’ exchange, who was 
here. this week arranging for storage 
facilities for southeastern distribution, 
stated that the outlook for a first- 
class crop was never better. 

“The exchange will handle close to 
300,000 bushels of apples,” said Mr. 
Roper. “These will be graded apples. 
Habersham and Rabun counties alone 
will ship from 600 to 800 cars, which, 
of course, will not include culls.” 

There are 70 varieties of apples in 
the north Georgia apple-growing belt. 
Leading varieties are the Winesaps, 
Staymans, Romes, Kinnards, Delicious 
Yates, Terrys, Arkansas Blacks, Ben 
Davis, Limbertwigs and Ganos. These 
are the best known varieties from a 
sales standpoint. 

The yield of the north Georgia orch- 
ards is increasing every year, due to 
the fact that the growers have learned 
to take better. care of them, especially 
of the young orchards that are just 
coming into bearing and there will be 
a number of these this year. 

Georgians claim that their apples 
compare favorably with any grown 
anywhere in the world. In fact, some 
of the best prizes in national apple 
shows have been carried off by Geor- 
gia apple growers. The Georgia fruit 
is juicy, full of acid, and in conse- 
quence is in great demand by those 
people who like apples. 

Mr. Roper stated that the Con- 
solidated Apple Growers’ exhange will 
pack and grade all apples shipped this 
season, shipping only the first-class 
fruit in boxes, all faney and choice 
stock. The leading brands are Na- 
coochee and Sautee. 

Ample storage facilities are being 
provided in various parts of the coun- 
try to save the crop when harvested, 
until the markets absorb the entire 
production,

or Omaha. This commercial venture 
would be controlled by a private com- 
pany which would iease the Los 
Angeles, according to the plan of op-

The vista of development opened by 
the suggestion that the Los Angeles 
should go to work and make money, 
if possible, by carrying freight and 
passengers is almost endless. Presi- 
deyt Coolidge is thoroughly in favor 
of such use of the Los Angeles as 
it would mean, if successful, a_ tre- 
mendous development in the United 
States of lighter-than-aif craft as a 
commercial and potential war ma- 
chine.

He believes that both types of aerial 
transport should be given every op- 
portunity to prove their fitness for 
commercial adaptation. The possible 
creation of a national defense reserve 
of heavier-than-air craft is one of 
the principal reasons the president 
acted so quickly in referring Ham- 
mond’s proposition to the three cabi- 
net members.

Claims Man Held 
For Hannah Death 


Dalton, Ga., August 8.—(Special.) 
Between restless strides as he paced 
a cell in Whitfield county jail today, 
a man alleged to have killed City 
Marshal William Hannah here 26 
years ago, denied that he is “Bill” 
Jones, the man sought for the crime, 
and insisted that his real name is 
Robert M. McCollister, though he 
stated that he knew Jones at the time 
of the slaying. 

The accused has been held incom- 
municado since his arrival from 
Gainesville, Texas, where he was ap- 
prehended, but permission was grant- 
ed today by Judge Tarver to corre- 


spondents to interview him. | 

Although he is said to have gone 
under the name of Bob Jones when 
arrested in Texas, the man held strong- 
ly denies that Jones is his name. He 
said he is McCollister, that he married 
a daughter of a well-known Dalton 
family in 1899, and that he operated a 
small business in this city at the time 
of the killing. 

Knows Jones. 


Stating that he was very well ac- 
quainted with Bill Jones and that he 
has seen him on numerous occasions 
since the slaying, Jones, alias Mc- 
Collister, said he has reason to believe 
that Bill Jones is now in a foreign 
country, without an extradition treaty 
with the United States. He says 
Jones is married and has five children. 

Expressing desire for an early trial, 
the accused said he is prepared to 
‘prove his identity. while the prosecu- 
tion, led by Charles Hannah, son of 
the. slain man, who has conducted a 
26-year search for his father’s slayer, 
lish the fact that the man held is 
Bill Jones. 

It is said that there are no living 
witnesses who can testify to the ac- 
tual killing, and it not probable that 
a special term of court will be called, 
but that the case will be aired at the 
regular October session of Whitfield 
superior court. Able counsel has been 
employed on both sides, and the trial 
promises to be stubbornly contested. 
In the event the accused should be ac- 
quitted, he will be required to answer 
to certain charges existing against 
him in Texas. 

Jones, alias McCollister, now denies 
having made a confession that he is 
Bill Jones, which the _ prosecution 
claims is in existence. He says that 
in a conversation with a man by name 
of Bilberry while in jail in Gaines- 
ville, and whom he knew while re- 
siding in Dalton, he asked Bilberry if 
Jones had ever been apprehended, and 
further discussed the killing. 

The substance of this conversation 
was communicated by Bilberry to of- 
ficers, and resulted in Jones, alias 
McCollister’s, arrest as the man want- 
ed for slaving Hannah. The accused 
said that Bill Jones has often talked 
to him about the slaying of Marshal 
Hannah, and that Jones bears a scar

At this beginning of another cot- 
ton marketing season there is no 
feature of more outstanding impor- 
tance, except that of production, 


| than the fact that for the first time 


the whole world is now in com- 
plete agreement as to standards. 


A great many people, perhaps, do 
not realize that, as what was sup- 
posed to have been an agreement 
as to universal standards made in 
the summer or 1923, at a world 
cotton conference, subsequently 
drifted upon the rocks by the no- 
tice of Liverpool that it would with- 
draw from the agreement on Au- 
gust 1, 1925. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that early this year another 
world cotton conference was. held 
in Washington for the purpose of 
approving the sets of standard 
boxes that were to be effective for 
the now ensuing crop season. 


While Liverpool had indicated its 
intention to withdraw from the uni- 
versal agreement, it nevertheless 
sent unofficial delegates to this 
Washington meeting; and the work 
of the conference was so satisfac- 
torily handled, and the type of work 
of such a high grade, that all the 
delegates from the foreign ex- 
changes, as well as from the Ameri- 
can cotton trade, were convinced of 
the importance of universal stand- 
ards. This resulted in increased 
confidence in the movement, and a 
desire on the part of ail parties in- 
terested to continue the universal 
Standards with Liverpool remaining 
as a party to the agreement.

ing example of the development of 
friendly relations through interna- 
tonal trade channels. In all this 
discussion, which at times threat- 
ened to develop more or less 
Strained relations, no word of threat 
or coercion has been used by any 
of the parties. The benefits of uni- 
versal standards have been empha- 
sized, and the questions of econo- 
mies and better understandings have 
been stressed. 

In the Review of Reviews for Au- 
gust Lloyd S. Tenny discusses the 
cotton standards with 
marked cleverness and detail as to 
the gradual development of grading 
On a universal system. From him 
we gather that, historically, cotton 
grading began in Liverpool as early 
as 1800. 7 

The mills which were supplied by 
the Liverpool trade had to have a 
unifornr grade of cotton to run sat- 
isfactorily from day to day. The 
Liverpool merchants early gained 
an important position in this world 
cotton trade because they were in 
a position to buy American cotton 
without special regard to the grade, 
and then grade and ship the cotton 
to their mill customers on a suf- 
ficiently uniform basis to satisfy the 
needs of the individual mills. 

During all these early years, the 
practice of cotton grading was lim- 
ited almost entirely to persons en- 
gaged professionally in the cotton 
trade. Through this trade control, 
extending over a period of a cen- 
tury, system of grading grew up- 
and was adopted by cotton mer- 
chants and spinners. During that 
period the commonly accepted grade 
names for cotton were established. 
Before the introduction of definite 
standards, however, the qualities 
represented by the names were by 
no means uniform; they varied in 
different localities from year 
year, depending upon custom and 
the quality of successive crops. 

lt is apparent that the technical 
cotton man, during all those years, 
knew more about cotton grades and 
their values than any producer or 
local merchant in this country. To 
the extent that he had this addi- 
tional information, he held the 
American producers and sellers at 
a disadvantage. Since the foreign 
mills were the largest users of our 
cotton, it was natural that foreign 
buyers should have dominated the 
situation, and largely determined the 
grades on which the cotton was 
to be bought and sold.

JOHN TEMPLE GRAVES. 

The death, at his home in Wash- 
ington, of Colonel John Temple 
Graves, distinguished editor, author 
and orator, carries deep sorrow to 
thousands of friends in Georgia, his 
adopted state, in the red clay of 
which his body will find its everlast- 
ing rest. 

Not only is the death of Colonel 
Graves mourned in Georgia but 
throughout the country, for many 
years ago he became a national fig- 
ure, and in every state of the union 
his golden voice had been lifted for 
peace and good will among people, 
for high ideals of living, for the in- 
spiration of the young, and for the 
betterment of all mankind. 

As an advocate of unalloyed pa- 
triotism when the call to arms ral- 
lied the nation to its obligation to 
world democracy, and as an evangel 
of an everlasting amity between 
nations when the swords of battle 
had been sheathed, he traveled from 
coast to coast, and from the cold 
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blasts of the northwest to the hot 
winds of the Rio Grande, preaching, 
teaching the unity of thought along 
the paths of patriotic citizen duty. 

Born in South Carolina, the grand 
nephew of the immortal John C. 
Calhoun, he sought the University 
of Georyia for his education, and 
graduated from that institution in 
i875. In the half century of an 
active, useful life that followed he 
held in ever loyal reverence the old 
Alma Mater, from the classic walls 
of which his subsequent friend and 
colaborer, Henry W.. Grady, had 
also passed. 

Finishing the university he ac- 
cepted journalism for a profession, 
and his first outstanding work was 
as editor of the old Jacksonville 
(Fla.) Union. Leaving the Penin- 
Sular state in the early 80’s he came 
to Atlanta as the editor of the Daily 
Journal, but subsequently assumed 
the editorship of the Daily Tribune 
of Rome. While serving in that 
capacity Frank L. Stanton, the poet 
laureate of Georgia, now and for 
many years a columnist on The 
Constitution, and of world-wide 
fame, was his managing editor. 
Leaving Rome Colonel Graves again 
came to Atlanta and was editor and 
part owner of the old Daily News, 
launched by Charles Daniel, now. of 
New York, and himself, and which 
was Subsequently made the present 
Georgian, and which Colonel Graves 
edited until William Randolph 
Hearst transferred him to New York 
as editor of the New York Ameri- 
can. He subsequently became 
Washington correspondent for the 
Hearst newspapers, and a feature 
magazine writer. He served the 
Hearst papers for ten years, and was 
the candidate of the national inde- 
pendence: party in 1908 for vice 
president—a political mistake from 
which he néver fully recovered. 

For the past few years Colonel 
Graves had been doing newspaper 
and magazine work as a free lance, 
intermingled with lecture platform 
engagements that o¢cupied much of 
his time for more than a quarter 
of a century. A few vears ago he re- 
ceived the appointment as a mem- 
ber of the Lincoln Memorial com- 
mission. He virile writer, 
with a rhetorical force seldom 
found. He spoke with fluency and 
brilliancy. 

Among his notable addresses 
none stand out, perhaps, with 
greater brilliancy and with a deeper 
touch of eloquent pathos than his 
Oration at the Grady memorial, 
when the great editor passed on 
Shortly atter his New England ad- 
dress of 1889 that literally “loved 
the north and south into a bond of 
American brotherhood.” 

Colonel Graves served on the 
Staff of Governor Northen, and in 
1905 offered for the United States 
Senate, but on account of ill health 
did not make the race. He was 
presidential elector on several oc- 
casions, but never held elective of- 
fice. 

He was a clean man of wide and 
deserved popularity, and his passing 
closes the book for the last of the 
old school of southern editors. 
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THE INFLUENCE OF WOMEN

MARINES WITHDRAWN. 


Thirteen years ago the United 
States government. landed a troop 
of marines and established a formid- 
able guard in the capital of Nic- 
ardgua. The guard has been main- 
tained since until a few days ago 
when the last of the unit was with- 
drawn. In the meantime attack after 
attack was made on the policy that 
kept the American marines in that 
country. Charges of imperialism 
were hurled at first one administra- 
tion and then another. But the 
guard remained. 

The marines were landed at the 
request of a tottering government 
to protect American lives and prop- 
erty. During their peaceful tour 
of duty they have seen Nicaragua 
stabilized, her finances put in order, 
her currency reformed and a new 
period opened in her history, and 
it has been the Nicaraguans them- 
selves who prevented their with- 
drawal at a much earlier date. 

The governmental foundation for 
the Nicaraguan republic is a strong 
one. It remains to be seen whether 
or not the removal of the guard 
even now will precipitate any gov- 
ernmental instability. Such'is not 
anticipated, for surely in so long a 
time the lessons of federal conserva- 
tisma have been sufficiently im- 
pressed to be lasting. 


THE WHEAT MARKET. 


Wheat advanced the first of last 
week to 12 cents a bushel over 
Saturday’s close. Discouraging crop 
reports from Canada had something 
to do with it, but on the whole the 


market showed a decided tendency | 
, law. 


away from the world market, which 
from time immemorial. has controll- 
ed the Chicago pit. 

Wheat reports from eastern and 
western Europe indicate enormous 
yields, and even with Canadian 
crop conditions poorer than a week 
earlier it is known that the Canadian 
yield will be exceptionally large. 

The fact is the Chicago market is 
reflecting for once purely American 
conditions.

Georgia's Taxation Problem 
BY JUDGE ENOCH H. CALLOWAY 


Will Revenue of Cities and Counties Be Seriously Diminished 
by Classification and Segregation Tax? 


The amount of revenue now receiv- 
ed by cities and counties from local 
taxation on stotks and bonds and 


money and solvent debts is of such a 
small and trifling amount that the 
arguments advanced in their behalf 
gainst the classification and segrega- 
tion tax necessarily lead to the belief 
that these arguments are advanced in 
the interest of the owners of the large 
masses of intangible property, whose 
property, of that class, would be prac- 
tically confiscated if the present tax 
laws were enforced against it. 

The entire volume of stocks and 
bonds returned for taxation in 1924, 
according to the state tax commission- 
er’s report, was $4,374,221. If this 
amount was divided throughout all 
the counties and cjties of the state, 
it would be a mere bagatelle for tax- 
ation. Most of it, naturally, is re- 
turned in the large city counties, and 
the revenue even to these cities and 
counties is necessarily insignificant. 
of money and 
solvent debts returned for 1924, ac- 
cording to the same report, was 453,- 
795.954. This amount naturally was 
returned proportionately in all of the 
counties of the state, but in many of 
the counties the returns were so small 
as to make the tax revenue therefrom 
practically insignificant. 

Tt is generally estimated that at the 


beginning of 1924 the citizens of Geor- 


‘gia had on deposit in the banks ap- 


proximately $500,000,000. Naturally 
there are a great many more solvent 
notes, accounts and mortgages in vol- 
ume in the state, and every county in 
the state, than there is actual cash, 
and vet the total of money, solvent 
notes, accounts and mortgages is bare- 
ly 10 per cent of the actual cash in 
banks. 

It certainly would not hurt the 
counties or cities to segregate this 
class of property and tax it solely by 
the state. | 

Again, if the state revenue can be 
sufficiently increased for the state to 
meet its obligations, all of these coun- 


ties will receive back from the state 
in the common school fund alone many 
times more in additional revenue than 
they now receive from taxes on stocks, 
bonds and money and solvent debts, 
so that neither the counties nor cities 
of the state have anything to lose, 
and much to gain, by this change in 
system, 

Again under the classification and 
segregation tax the state removes the 


creat apprehension and fear on the 
part of business people owning this 
class of property, against prohibitory 
rates of taxation. thereon, which has 
heretofore resulted in keeping it off 
the tax books.

There were seyen rules, which I will 
repeat for the benefit of those who 
have since tuned in: 

1—I1 try my best to keep the moral 


»__T[ sleep from 7 to 11 hours every 
night. 

3—I walk every day five to seven 
miles. 

4—I eat a reasonable amount of 
coarse food every day. 

5—I work from 7 to 11 hours evy- 
ery day. 

6—I play a little every day. 

7—I do not worry. 

When we published W. S. P.’s 
health rules we criticised them and 
offered amendments, as follows: 

Rule 6 is sufficiently covered by 
tule 3. Rule 7 is superfluous and 
negative, and covered by Rule 1. Rule 
4 might he made more explicit, speci- 
fying raw vegetables and raw fruit. 
Then instead of Rule 6 and Rule 7 
we proposed this one as Rule 6: I 
have a complete health examination 
by my doctor annually. And we pro- 
posed three other rules, thus: 

7—I live the golden rule when I 
have the cri. 

8—I always wash before I eat. 

9—Let who will keep good and 
warm; I keep cool .nd well. 

Then we invited readers who felt 
the urge to send in any amendments 
or additional rules they wished to 
propose, and the response to this in- 
vitation was unexpectedly large. 
Quite a few seemed to be annoyed 
by W. S. P.’s first rule; they wanted 
to know what he was driving at, 
what does he mean “trying to keep 
the moral law.” Some of them ask 
what the moral law means. I don’t 
know, but I assumed that W. 8S. P. 
meant he tries to conduct himself to- 
ward all womankind as he _ would 
want all men to conduct themselves 
toward his mother. wife, sister or 
daughter in any circumstances. If 
such a law or rule were universally 
obeyed we wouldn’t have much trou- 
ble about morals. 

S. KE. R. suggests for Rule 10— 
Don’t eat too fast and don’t eat too 
much. We think this would be bet- 
ter if expressed in the positive, thus: 
Eat slowly and masticate thoroughly. 

G. A. B. proposes for Kule 10— 
Sleep with all windows open the year 
around and shut off the heat except 
in the most bitter cold weather and 
let the draft in and the draft out. 
G. A. B, adds that he takes the air 
whenever he can with no more clothes 
on than the censor requires—which 
might make a good rule, too. 


Cc. H. 8. B. feels inclined t» offer 
@ provisional Rule 10, but thinks it 
should be called Rule 1, and then 
wants to edit W. S. P.’s eatire cate- 
gory, taking exception to W. 8S.

Beyond question the outstanding 
circumstance in the discussions in 
Williamstown in the opening days of 
the conference was the statement of 
the Italian view of world conditions 
by an eminent fascisti associate of 
Mussolini, Count Antonio Cippico. 
Not only was Count: Cippico’s decla- 
ration frank to the point of brutality, 
but it supplied an, interestung and 
significant challenge to who are 
seeking within and without the league 
of nations to set up a-state of per- 
manent peace. 


Reduced to its simplest terfas what 
Count Cippico actually said was this: 
Italy, with a population close to 41.- 


000,000, crowded into an area or 120,- 
000 square miles,: that is, less than 
twice the area of New England, finds 
itself lacking in almost all the essen- 
tials which go to make a modern 
State and beyond all else to constitute 
a great pé@wer in the modern sense. 
Moreover, with a population increas- 
ing at the rate of nearly half a mil- 
lion a year Italy not only sees herself 
without colonial territories in which 
to settle her growing population, but 
actually finds the doors barred against 
them in other countries of which the 
United States is the most important. 
_For Italy the World war was the 
final detail in the long struggle for 
national unity, which began disas- 
trously at Novara in the first half of 
the last century. In reclaiming to 
Italian rule Trieste and the Trentino 
and reaching the crests of the Alps 
at all points in the wide circle from 
Ventimiglia to Fiume, Italy for the 
first time since the Roman era might 
feel herself master in her own house. 
Only Switzerland held a few outposts 
south of summits of the Alps and 
Switzerland was rather a buffer state 
than a menace; with Switzerland, too, 
Italy promptly signed a treaty of arbi- 
tration, which fixed this frontier. 


But if Italy for the first time in 
modern history gained her natural 
and strategic frontiers on the land 


side, as a result.of the world war, 
if she recovered Trent, Trieste, Fiume, 
Pola and pushed her boundary pests 
beyond Bolzano and Meran, looking 
seaward, her situation did not im- 
prove. The single great power whose 
shores are entirely enclosed by the 
Mediterranean, Italy saw the outer 
gates of this sea held by Britain at 
Suez and Gibraltar, with Malta mid- 
way between and almost within sight 
of the Italian coast. And while 
Britain holds the outer gates, France 
at Toulon, Ajaccio and _ Bizerta, 
stretched another barrier from the 
European to the African coast. 


Thus in case of war between Italy 
and Britain, the mere possession of 
the outer gates by the latter would 
paralyze all sea-borne traffic of the 


former, while in case of war with 
France, the situation would be hardly 
better, for, although the fleets of 
France and Italy are of equal strength 
and under the Washington conference 
agreement are to remain so for some 
years, at least, submarine strength 
remains like cruiser tonnage without 
limitation and the coast of French 
North Africa supplies, half a dozen 
bases between Bizorta and-~ Oran, 
from which Italian commerce can be 
attacked far more advantageously 
than was British in the world war. 


Italy Must Expand, 
The fundamental argument . of 
Count Cippico was that for France, 
for Great Britain, as for the United 


States, peace is the single desidera- 
tum. All three have within themselves, 
under their own flags, all the essen- 
tials, not alone for continued prosper- 
ous existence, but for healthy growth. 
Speaking territorially and strategical- 
ly, all three are satiated powers, 
whose singie concern is to hold and 
develop those regions which are un- 
der their control and within the limits 
of their national sovereignty. For a 
period which is well nigh indefinite, 
all three can grow without filling the 
limits disclosed on the G€ontemporary 
maps. 


Italy, on the other hand, must ex- 
pand or contract, but she ean only 
expand by trenching upon the 


boundaries of some other country and 
to contract, to limit her population, 
means to sink inescapably to the rank 
of a second-class power with respect 
of all other European great powers, 
with the single exception of Germany, 
since all of them have the opportunity 
for almost limitless expansion within 
themselves, 


Peace, any system of peace which 
has yet been devised, the league of 


would close from lack of raw ma- 
terials, whose whole national life 
would be paralyzed, if, for example, 
as a consequence of some international 
dispute Britain should close the 
Straits of Gibralta and the gateway 
of Suez to Italian commerce, or, if 
war with France. should loose — sub- 
marine warfare from Tripoli to the 
Riff. For our still growing popula- 
tion there is opportunity for work 
within our own boundaries, while the 
vast regions of the Canadian North- 
west are still empty, whereas at home 
the opportunity for work in Italy 
daily diminishes and abroad the re- 
strictions upon immigration grow 
steadily. 
Such Peace Fatal. 

Peace on such terms might easilz be 
even more fatal than war for any 
country, To accept such conditions 
might mean surrendering not alone 
international importance but domestic 
prosperity. Wer, whatever its tem- 
porary privations, miseries and de- 
structions might be less permanently 
evil, if it enables a people to escape 
from such a condition, than perma 
nent peace and its concomitants. 


More than all else, too, it was the 
conviction that the world, the great 
powers, England, France and Rus- 
sia, were drawing a net around ® 
Germany to keep her in a situation 


infinitely less intolerable than that of 
Italy, economically if not politically, 
which led the majority of the German 
people to the world war. It is the 
outstanding danger in -the Japanese 
situation today. It is the carcumstance 
which more than all else contributes 
to making the German attitude in the 
far future problematical, now that 
Germany, with only a slightly smaller 
population than in 1914 is deprived of 
her colonies, shorn of most of her 
iron and much of her coal and sur- 
rounded by nations whose economic 
ro well as political imterests are 'os- 
tile. 


At Geneva last year Japan pressed 
strongly for some form of interna- 
tional law which should ovérbear na- 
tional and prevent nations possessing 
vast empty space and indefinite labor 
markets from closing. these to other 
peoples restricted within narrow areas 
and stifling from excess population. 
Italy at the same time, as on other 
occasions, argued for similar interna- 
tional regulation which would make 
it impossible for nations possessing 
actual or proximate monopolies of 
raw materials to resort to embargoes 
or to such restrictions of output as 
G;reat Britain has lately employed in 
rubber to the great expense of the 
rest of the world and of the United 
States, primarily. 

For us,showever, the British rub- 
ber policy has only moderate menace, 
for in cotton and copper we have 
weapons for reprisal, but for Italy, 
lacking all three, and every other es- 


sential raw material, there is no 
remedy. If we and the British, more- 
over, should pursue restrictive policies 
within all three staples with respect 
of all the world save each other, the 
Italian situation, for example, would 
be unmistakable. Therefore, the 
Italians argue, necessarily, there 
should be some protection through in- 
ternational law for those who have 
not against those who have, so far as 
raw materials are concerned. The ab- 
sence of such regulation, Count Cip- 
pico eloquently warns the world, con- 
stitutes the greatest present and fu- 
ture menace to world peace. 


Today, with the war over and rela- 
tive peace restored, the fact is bhe- 
coming obvious that a nation may be 


| free, may attain racial unity as well 


as national independence within its 


own frontiers and yet be hopelessly 
and helplessly at the merev of neigh- 
bors, whose territory is richer in raw 
materials or whose sons have been 
more fortunate in establishing over- 
seas empires. Italy, for example, 
having expelled the Austrian tyrant 
from the last foot of Italian soil and 
having replaced foreign by a national 
rule, not only finds the existence of 
her millions at the merey of the fiat 
of a British government, but dis- 
covers herself lacking in all of these 
raw materials which are essential to 
national industry and not merely 
destitute of all outlets under her own 
flag, for her surplus millions, but also 
sees these millions turned away from 
the shores of nations whose fields are 
still vacant and whose factories still 
require hands. 


World-Wide Problem. 


nations fer example, rests inevitably 


upon the status quo. Its foundation 
must be the mutual agreement of all 
nations to recognize the rights of all 
others, and the first of these rights 
is, patently. territorial integrity.’ 
What is asked of Italy, then, is that 
she now and forever agree to live 
within her hopelessly inadequate 
boundaries, resigning all’ hope not 
alone to acquire regions suitable for 
the settlement of her surplus popu- 
lation, but also to escape in some 
fashion from’ the situation created 
by the British ownership of Suez, 
Cyprus, Malta and Gibraltar, the 
keys of the seas in which Italy floats. 


In justice to Count Cippico, one 
must point out that he did not as- 
sume any bellig@ose or minatory tone. 


He did not say that Italy would 
never cease to strive against this 
present condition by the avenue of 
war preparations. What he did do 
was to point out with great clarity 
and emphasis that the condition itself 
was intolerable and that for such 
situations in history, war had hither- 
to been the sole method of change. 
Like Nitti, an Italian of far different 
political associations, Count Cippico 
argued for remedies which were pa- 
cifie but consisted quite obviously in 
various forms of internationalism. 


The freedom of the seas,” the dis- 
appearance of which from the condi- 
tions of peace in 1919, he rather hu- 


morously lamented, would mean for 
Italy some form of international own- 
ership replacing British at Gibraltar 
and Suez, some form of international 
control replacing national in the vast 
of raw materials. In a word 
what Italy seeks is some escape from 
the fatal situation in which she finds 
herself both with respect to the free- 
dom of the seas and the opportumty 
to obtain those raw materials and 
food supplies which are essential to 
her existence, some way of assuring 
to herself. beyond the control of any 
other nation the primary requisites 
of national existence. 

Count Cippico’s whole statement de- 
serves the closest American study, be- 
cause it illuminates the darkest cor- 


ner in the American understanding of 
the real: question of peace. With us 
the debate between ce and war is 
mainly abstract. e think of peace 
as the condition in which we live in 
a country not only self-supporting 
but capable of continuing so indefi- 
nitely, a condition in which we are not 
only the masters of our own strategic 
necessities but strong. enough to com- 
pe ce countries to accept un- 
itatingly such policies as the Mon- 
ro® Doctrine. We do not economical- 
ly depend upon the world, but in a 
much larger degree than ever before 
the world depends upon us. 
Contrast with our situation that 
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And frankly and honestly, Count 


! Cippico puts this problem before his 


American audience, the problem which 
is not merely Italian but German and 
Japanese in varying forms, which 
would be British, were it not for the 
overseas dominions and tropical eol- 
onies. And the problem is also es- 
sentially American and British and 
French, for it is the problem of those 
who have just as clearly as it is the 
problem of those who have not. What 
we ask of Italy, of Germany, of Japan 
is that they accept a condition which 
is whollv satisfactory for us, but 
means for them enduring dependence 
upon the will and interests @f our- 
selves. 

What Count Cippico, speaking for 
Italy, but presenting the case of sev- 
eral other great people also, indi- 
cates with devastating clarity is that 
all talk of permanent peace is idle 
and ever dangerous in its effect, while 
there exists vast inequalities between 
great peoples, while present condi- 
tions at one time spell prosperity for 
certain races and* continuing misery 
for others, while political indepen- 
dence is accompanied by economic 
servitude. He says by obvious infer- 
ence, not that Italy is preparing to 
upset existing conditions by war, but 
that Italy can never accept those con- 
ditions and permanent peace depends 
upon finding a pacific method for al- 
tering them. | 

For centuries without number the 
races of mankind have fought to es- 
cape the political domination of other 
races, liberty has seemed compre- 
hended in the independence of the 
several tribes of mankind within ap- 


proximately natural frontiers, but the 
last war demonstrated with appalling 
clarity what the post-war history has 
also emphasized, namely that nations 
may have political independence wrth- 
in’ natural frontiers and yet be é¢o- 
nomically utterly dependent upon the 
will and interest of other nations. 
Count Cippico’s warning lies in the 
simple statement that nations will 
just as certainly fight against eco- 
nomic as political servitude and the 
way to peace must be through some 
solution of this problem, a solution 
for which quite patently neither the 
league of nations nor any other infer- 
national organization has, as yet, even 
formulated any viable solution. 
Security for France is the Rhine 
guarantee, for Britain the control of 
the sea, but for Italy it is assuted 
access bn equal terms with other na- 
tions to the raw materials of the 
world and equal certainty of a free 
ress and ingress to her.own waters 
shecdgh the seas in which she mus

As to the negro, anti-unificationists 
seem to be very much worried over 
the fact that the Methodist Epis- 
copal church continues to allow the 
negro to hold organic connection with 
their church. Yet he is the same 
negro that our fathers and = grand- 
fathers used to allow to hold mem- 
bership in their church—not only in 
the church, general, but they allowed 
him to hold membership with them 
in their own local churches, and to 
worship with them in the same house. 
You see the degree of sin committed 
by granting to the negro any sort of 
recognition depends altogether on who 
the offending party is. 

We have Payne college for the 
education of negroes. We support 
it out of our own church funds. We 
furnish them many of their teachers 
and a president from our own south- 
ern white church. We allow colored 
representatives of this institution to 
come to our annual conferences and 
make speeches to us from the plat- 
form to tell us of the work of the 
college. We have our mission in Af- 
rica, and we had present -at our 
general conference in Hot Springs in 
1922 negro representatives from the 
northern chureh, from the C. M. EB. 
church and from Africa, all seated 
on the platform with our bishops and 
leaders. They were introduced to 
the conference, and even made speech- 
es, which was all right. at Hot 
Springs: but my! how disgraceful 
such proceedings are when they take 
place north!

And the Presbyterians allow the 
young negro preachers to preach their 
trial sermon in the white meeting 
house to white congregations. Did you 
ever hear of any negro social equality 
among Presbyterians? 


How will unification on the pres- 
ent plan affect the negro question in 
our two Methodisms? Not one whit. 
The negro- will be just where he is 
now. Yet the appeal to racial preju- 
dice is being made to defeat the will 
of the majority’ in their efforts to 
unite. And I believe that our anti- 
unificationist friends, when they have 
had time to reflect, will regret hav- 
ing done and said so many things to 
stir up. racial. prejudice. True, it 
is a very éffective weapon for the 
purpose. But I believe that time 
will convince them that the end did 
not justify the means. 


As to the two negro bishops in 
the northern church, that they fear 
so much, they were elected with the 
distinct understanding that they were 
being elected to preside over the ne- 
gro conferences. 

The slavery question rather than 


4he racial questien was the occasion 


of the church’s separation in 1844. 
There was no racial question except 
as it related to slavery. : The northern 
members did not censure the southern 
members for fellowshipping the negro 
in their churehes as some southern 
members are censuring the northern 
members for the same thing now. If 
that had been the contention, then |] 
would agree with the anti-unification- 
ists that the occasion of separation 
was racial. But, as the history stands, 
[I ynderstand the occasion to have 
been slavery, and as there is no longer 
any slavery question I can see no 
reason why the church should con- 
tinue to be separated. 
Different Views. 

Finally, anti-unificationists say 
that northern and southern people 
hold different views of the race ques- 
tion, which is very true. But do men 
have to agree on racial questions in 
order to live together harmoniously 
in the same church? For instance: 
Chose who oppose unification seem to 
think that we should steer clear of 
the negro, that we should not come 
into personal contact with him, but 
just give him aid in a financial wav: 
while I, with many others, feel that 
we should admit the leaders of the 
negro race into our councils, and 
there discuss with them the things 
that are for the best interest of their 
race. And yet such men and I, in 
spite of these differences, work to- 
gether like brothers forthe good of 
the church and the furtherance of 
the kingdom.

Nashville Feeling 
Effect of Scarritt. 


Practice service is an important 
pagt of the curriculum at Scarritt col- 
lege for Christian workers, the great 
Methodist training school which was 
moved from Kansas City, Mo., to 
Nashville, Tenn., just one year ago: 
Theory alone is deemed insufficient 
for the training of effective workers. 
Therefore, each student of Scarritt is 
assigned some task evegy quarter that 
will help make the instruction she 
has received in the class room prac- 
tical and real.” There is no abiding 
impression save where there is ade- 
quate expression and on this princi- 
ple the practice service work is based. 

Nashville furnishes many centers 
for work of this kind, such as Cen- 
tenagy institute, Wesley house, Beth- 
lehem center, Masonic home, Tennes- 
see Industrial home, Y. W. C. A., va- 
rious industrial plants where large 


numbers of employees are engaged, 
and the churches with their Sunday 
schools and other organizations. There 
are few institutions in Nashville that 
have not, in some way, already felt 
the influence of Searritt through its 
practice service program during the 
first year: of its existence 
city. 

Regular work has been done in 13 
churches, seven philanthropic institu- 
tions, two industrial plants and one 
library.

Mrs. Stevens Receives Letter 
From Philadelphia President 


Mrs. Charles I. Purnell, president 
of the Philadelphia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and _ allied organiza- 
tions, wrote the following interesting 
letter to Mrs. T. T. Stevens, past pres- 
ident of the Atlanta Federation, ask- 
ing her to give her ideas and sugges- 
tions on the accomplishment of the At- 
lanta Federation for last year. This 
appeal was, indeed, a cOmpliment to 


Atlanta clubwomen and the letter was 
as follows: — 

~.. Mrs. Purnell’s Letter. 

_ “Our Philadelphia Federation is go- 
ing through the throes of infant ex- 
istence and I am anxious to get as 
much help as possible toward making 
it a ‘go’ and am wondering if you 
from your experience, will lend me a 
hand. 
. “During this season when clubs have 
shut up shop’ I hope you will not con- 
sider it a hardship to be asked a lot 
of questions by an unknown quantity. 
Can you suggest any outstanding 
accomplishments of your city federa- 
tion last year that could be duplicated 
in another city? What committees 
have your federation? Are you feder- 
ated with state and general federa- 
tions? 

“Do you follow up the outlines of 
work of these groups or all your ac- 
tivities of a civil character. How oft- 
en do you meet and what is a typical 
program? Do you have, groups other 
than women’s clubs in your federation? 

“Do you endorse candidates or mere- 
ly ideas? For instance, a certain wom- 
an for the school board, or merely the 
idea of women on the board? Having 
just assumed the presidency, I am anx- 
jous to uphold the tradition about a 
new broom sweeping clean, and I will 
be indebted to you for any assistance 
you can give, and for your help. 

Mrs. Stevens Replies. 

Mrs. Stevens, in answering Mrs. 
Purnell’s letter of inquiry pointed out 
the many splendid and outstanding ac- 
tivities of the federation. 

“My dear Mrs. Purnell. I was in- 
terested and pleased to receive your let- 
ter of inquiry about our Atlanta Fed- 
eration work. Naturally we of the 
smaller cities, usually look to the 
larger places for inspiration and lead- 


‘ership, and when your letter came ask- 


ing about our work, I was a bit flat- 
tered 


“The Atlanta Federation has a his- 
tory which any federation would be 
proud of. Our membership in the fed- 
eration embraces our community Iife, 
philanthropic, cultural, educational, 
fraternal and civic. In our groups of 
clubs, such as our Atlanta Humane 
society, our Atlanta Art association, 
the Atlanta Musie club, the Third 
Ward Boosters’ club, all are made up 
of men and women. One of the endur- 
ing works of the Atlanta Federation 
is 1ts constant support of its moun- 
tain school, which is owned and op- 
erated by the elubwomen of Georgia. 
Our federation established two per- 
petual scholarships in memory of its 
founders, Mrs. W. C. Patillo and Mrs. 
Julius Brown. These scholarships 
have a value of $2,000 each and are 
to be paid for within four years. 

“Before I retired from office in June 
we had paid $2,000 already on our 
scholarships. These scholarships are 
to help the mountain boyseand girls 
at our own school at Tallulah Falls, 
Ga., which is an industrial school for 
mountain children. One of the big- 
gest pieces of work we have done ig 
for our disabled soldiers at our gov- 
ernment hospital for wounded soldiers 
near Atlanta. ‘The federation erected 
during my presidency a memorial! shel- 
ter at the car stop in front of the 
hospital when the government and the 
railroad authorities refused to place a 
station there. ‘The little station is a © 
thing of beauty made of Stone moun- 
tain cranite, and has in it a drinki 
fountaifvand surrounded by a beautiful 
little garden. No less a person than 
your famous landscape gardener, Mr. 
Cridland, laid out our little garden 
for us. We endorse measures rather 
than men, but occasionally we endorse 
the candidate he or herself. We leave 
a great deal of the political side of 
the community work to our League of 
Women Voters, who are very active 
here. Our federation has in its by- 
laws that it: is neither political nor 
sectarian. T am enclosing a copy of 
the report I gave of my term of of- 
fice, which has just expired: also one 


of our 1922 year-books. My year- 
book is not out yet.” A

An interesting part in the. history 
of Florida—possibly in the history of 
the United States, was played by a 
oung Frenchman who was besides a 
rave and likeable fellow, who sailed 
across the Atlantic, made a tour of 
the New England states and came 
to Savannah, feeling tired of a hum- 
drum over-civilized world. There he 
became interested in what he learned 
of the ‘Muscogee Indians, said good- 
bye to the society and the manners 
he had hitherto known and betook 
himself to the town of Coweta on 
the banks of the Chattahoochee river 
near the present city of Columbus 
in Georgia, in May, 1776. This was 
Le Clere Milfort, of a good family, 
_ educated, handsome and full of 
ife. 

At this time the good will of the 
Creeks was important both in peace 
and war to the English, Spanish and 
the late colonies now about to be- 
come the United States. The status 
of the Indian nation was dependent 
in a large measure on the will of its 
able chieftain McGillivray, who was 
to be honored and puid a salary by 
each of these rivals. Milfort soon 
made the acquaintance of MeGilli- 
vray, secured his friendship, married 
his sister and finally became the 
second man in rank under him. At 
the time the chief was living on his 
estate at Little Tallase, six miles 
above the present city of Wetumpka 
and the young Frenchman was a fre- 

vent visitor. In 1780 Milfovrt visited 
Philadelphia and formed the _ ac- 
quaintance of the great men who 
were shaping the future fortunes of 
the United States and from them he 
secured promises of both aid and 
sympathy for the Muscogees. He lived 
among the Indians for twenty years, 
was an important factor in their 
government and policies and never 
wavered in his support of MeGilli- 
vray, who consistently “sat on ‘the 
fence” as between the white nations 
who were his neighbors. 

In 1706 he determined to revisit 
France and resume the place in so- 
ciety he hud abandoned so long ago. 
Bonaparte, always seeking informa- 
tion from any source, heard of him, 
accorded him an audience and listen- 
ed to his account of a strange people 
and a new world. He was invited to 
enlist himself in the _ services of 
France which then held Louisiana in 
the hope that by an alliance with Mc- 
Gillivray an empire might be carved 
to the exclusion of England and the 
United States, When Milfort propos- 
ed a return to his wilderness, Na- 
poleon begged him to remain, confer- 
ring on him the rank and pay of a 
general of brigade but leaving him 
free of duty that he might complete 
and publish his work upon the history, 
manners and character of the Creek 
Indians. This was published and Mil- 
fort was quietly at home when the in- 
vasion of the allies in 1814 brought an 
attack of the Cossacks upon him. Mil- 
fort barricaded his house and de- 
fended it with desperation, his French 
wife loading his guns for him. Pos- 
sibly he would have been killed but 
for the arrival of a troop of French 
grenadiers who drove off the enemy 
and relieved him. He did not live 
long after this, however, and his 

wife survived him for many years, 
dying peaceably in her home near 
Kheims. 

When Milfort arrived among the 
Creeks their old men loved to talk 
about the traditions of their people 
and he was taught the significance 


of those strings of pearls which con- 
stifuted their ‘records. Only the prin- 
cipal events were so recorded and 
one chaplet might give the history 
of twenty or thirty years—it being 
supposed that all but the important 
events would be preserved by oral 
tradition. During the rivalry between 
McGillivray and William Augustus 
Bowles, Milfort supported McGilli- 
vray and it was through ‘the efforts 
of Milfort that the chieftain drove 
Bowles out of the Creek country. 
When Bowles fled into Florida and 
was driven out of St. Marks by the 
Spaniards it was the influence of 
Milfort over the Mickasukies that 
secured the capture of the freeboot- 
er and finally consigned him to his 
death cell in Castle Moro at Havana. 


Both these adventurers were alike, 
handsome, brave and talented, but 
Milfort was morally clean, truthful 
and honest while Bowles was abso- 
lutely devoid of any moral scruples, 
selfish and faithless. One of the 
close friends and partisans of Bowles 
was the Danied McGirjth, who once 
lived within the presént limits of 
Jacksonville and left his name to 
MeGirth’s creek—with these pirates 
Milfort had no affinity and he op- 
posed them wherever he®*found them. 
But he was an adventurer to the 
marrow of his bones, he loved ro- 
mance and rejoiced in the free life 
of the woods. When Bowles hoped to 
make himself the leader of the In- 
dians in Florida and play a great 
part by using the Spaniards and 
Americans against each other, he 
could never get his claims recog- 
nized because the better class of the 
Indians distrusted him—those trusted 
Milfort and gave him the rank of 
Tustenuggee by vote of the grand 
council and with the approval of the 
nation. His work on the history of 
the Creeks is not only interesting 
but it has preserved the traditions 
among them in their best days which 
would have been forgotten otherwise 
in the subsequent downfall of their 
nation. On this work of Milfort rests 
the supposition that the Creeks 
served under Cortez to destroy the 
empire of Montezuma and finally 
wandered across the continent to 
Florida to escape the tyranny of the 


Spanish government of Mexico.

3s BS cS * a 
COTTON gin manufacturing 
company at Columbus, where 

two large gin plants are located, has 
just received an order from a New 
York company to supply the outfit 
for a $50,000 cotton ginning plant to 
be installed in Adana, Turkey. Geor- 
gia-made cotton gins, it may be said 
in passing, are in use wherever cot-

Adana is in Cilicia, a fertile region 
where conditions of soil and climate 
are regarded as ideal for the growing 
of cotton. The production of cotton 
in that section in 1924 was 120,000 
bales, and it will be about 200,000 
bales this. year.. There are seven mil- 
lion. acres in Cilicia suitable for the 
vrowing of cotton and only 300,000 
acres are now under cultivation. The 


«<otton bolls never do entirely open, 


but have to be cracked after they are 
gathered. Cotton is not picked, but 
gathered, and the snowy scene pre- 
sented by the typical Georgia cotton 
field in the early fall is never witness- 
ed there. The staple grown in that 
section of Turkey is seven-eights of 
an inch to one inch long and compares 
with American upland middling, — It 
is claimed that Cilicia can eventually 
produce five million bales of cotton.

HERE used to be a boy in my

Cobblestones, uneven trottoirs, 
mosaic, a tower like that. Where 
have | seen it before?’’ 


FENHEN 1 thought of the Campanile 

in Venice, of the little lights that 
twinkle together with the silent stars 
in the bosom of the night, in another 
moment | heard the soft murmur of 
the lagoon and just when visions 
arose Of gondolas gliding by leaving 
but a gurgling trail in the illumined 
water, the rasping voice of a. taxi- 
driver brought me back to Madison 
Square. : 

Then take City Hall Square with its 
harrow streets running into it.

Metropolitan 
life whirls about a weatherworn like- 
ness of the column of Colombo, the 
discoverer. It’s a flash of Paris with 
its gay crowds, Berlin with its monu- 
ments and Rome with its serene dig- 
nity. 

At St. Nicholas avenue the begin- 
nings of a cathedral are rising on a 
hill. The’ netghboring buildings are 
Tudor-Gothic church edifices and pre- 
lates’ dwellings. And the mind re- 
verts to Westminster abbey and 
the nearby wondrous group. of 
parliament buildings. St. Patrick’s 
church takes vou to Bordeaux and 
Grant’s tomb on the Hudson some- 
how Carries sou back to the banks of 
the Seine, where another great soldier 
sleeps in a granite catafalque.

Mott street is but another edition of 
East India Dock road and Second ave- 
nue with its sidewalk cafes and its 
babel of tongues is Marseilles, that 
Cesspool of Europe and North Africa. 

The shriners’ temple witlr its cres- 
cent harks back to Cairo and Jan- 
sen’s Hofbrau has the genial warmth 
of Munich’s halles. 

Nocturnal shadows change Park 
avenue with its limousines and indi- 
viduals in evening clothes into a Pic- 
cadilly Circus on first night of a new 
Play and the rat-intested waterfront 
takes you back to Liverpool or South- 
amnpton, Havre or Hamburg for that 
matter, 


And then enter the endless cinema- 
tograph of the East Side. On a door- 
step ts an old man, asleep, his head is 
bare, his chin on his breast, his hands 
resting on his knees, the sun is just 
touching his venerable brow. From 
above in the doorway, as if to favor 
his serene slumber, comes the even 
cadence of a cradle rocking and a 
slow-measured lullaby.

Paul plants the Christian religion 
upon a high plane when he announces 
that the followers of Jesus were called 


for freedom. They were not only to 
be free, but they were to deserve free- 


dom by the exercise of a self restraint 
that made other restraint unnecessary. 
They were to be a law unto them- 
selves, not in defiance of authority, 
but because they had a respect for

The temptations to mis- 
use freedom were so common then 
that the great apostle felt constrained 
to warn against its abuse. 

“Use not liberty for an occasion to 
the flesh”——was such an admonition 
necessary? Yes, it was necessary 
nineteen hundred years ago and it is 
necessary now. 

if an-individual lived for nineteen 


hundred years, we might expect temp- 
tation to lessen and self restraint to 
grow, but each generation must learn 
the lesson over for itself. The body 


rdoes not change; the flesh is still flesh 


and the carnal.mind is still ‘‘enmity 
against God; for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can 
wee 


OTHING but the regeneration of 
the heart can put the spiritual 
man in control of his mind and body. 
The struggle between the soul and the 


soul’s enemies is a perpetual struggle. 
Just as the vital spark which we call 
life is, from the the day of one’s birth, 


in mortal combat with the forces that 
would drag the body back to the dust 
from whence it came, so the spiritual 


in man carries on an unceasing con- 


flict with the powers of darkness that, 
challenging its right to exist, contest 
every inch of the way. 

Paul declares the whole law is ful- 
filled in one word, even in this, “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself,”’ 
but having quoted the seven-word 
commandment into which are con- 
densed all the commandments that re- 
late to one’s duty to his fellow man, 
he warned his hearers against a dan- 
ger which he evidently considered im- 
minent enough to justify the warning. 
“If ye bite and devour one another, 
take heed that ye be not consumed 
One of another.” a 

He first tried love, but fearing that 
it would not be a sufficient restraint, 
he suggested a more Selfish reason 
for obedience to the law of love. How 
could his hearers avoid the evils which 
he condemned and obey the law 
which he enjoined? Here is the an- 
swer; ‘‘Walk in the Spirit, and ve shall 
not fulfill the tust of the flesh.”’ 

Then Paul gives us a picture of this 
eternal conflict which makes a battle 
ground of every human being. ‘‘The 
flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and the 
Spirit against the flesh.” Why? 
“These are contrary the one to the 
other.”’ 

The concluding words of the verse 
just quoted deserve more than a pass- 
ing thought. ‘So that ye cannot do 
the things that ye would.”

The author has 
made a skillful selection of topics, 
and it is no wonder that an admiring 
congregation requested that the ser- 
mons be published. He has a helpful 
message for the practical business 
man—‘‘Two or three generations ago 
the hero was the statesman, the mili- 
tary man or explorer, today the eyes 
ef youth are fixed upon the business 
man—it is not alone a question, “What 
are you making out of the transac- 
tion,”’ but, “What kind of manhood 
are you making?” “‘What service are 
you rendering?’’ ‘the process of 
Christianizing our social relations 
must go forward; the intimate rela- 
tions of life require an application of 
fairness and justice, an observance of 
the laws of relations to a higher de- 
gree than ever before.” 

In the sermagn, ‘‘The . Gospel ac- 
cordivg to America,” the author says, 
“We pray that America may enter the 
League of Nations, may join in es- 
tablishing the world court, may do 
all within her power to bring that day 
long foretold and prayed for when, 
“Nations shall beat their swords into 
plowshares, and their spears’ into 
pruning hooks; Nations shall not lift 


up sword against nation, neither shall 
they know war any more.”’ 

Let.us spread the Gospel of Good- 
will internationally and otherwise 
practice the Golden Rule and go the 
Second Mile.” 

In the discussion of “Christian 
Modernism”. we find this fine state- 
ment: “In seeking reality we must dis- 
criminate. That sifting faculty, that in- 
stinct which approves the higher 
moral values tests the principles seized 
by the mind. — It determines between 
transient and permanent; some _ real 
things are but temporary and must 
pass away.” 

The author is persuaded that both 
radicalism and conservatism are re- 
quired, 

“The two forces are needed, are 
essential to human welfare, but need 
to be kept in equilibrium. Centrifugal 
force would throw the earth far off 
into space; centrifugal force would 
drop it into the sun; either unrestrain- 
ed would blot out all life, but the two 
hold it in equilibrium.” 

In “The Eternal Masculine” Bis- 
hop Locke combines with keen dis- 
crimination very many forceful illus- 
trations from life. He should, how- 
ever, write a companion’ volume, 
“The Eternal Feminine.”’ 

The captions of the different 
chapters are very inviting, a few of 
which are; “When scarecrows do not 
scare,” “Not in the hall of fame,” 
and ‘‘The tragedy of the weak link.” 

The author says, “Unbelief has no 
standard of morals, and has no stand- 
ard of true character. Intemperance, 
impurity, and blasphemy nearly al- 
ways accompany infidelity. I do not

Say that one does not occasionally 
meet an avowed infidel who possesses 
Standards and lives a 
moral life; but I say from a Care- 
tul observation that the direct prog- 
eny and. fruitage of infidel teach- 
ings are intemperance, impurity, 
blasphemy; and it is alarming how 
speedily disaster and ruin often fol- 
low in the life of those who forsake 
the standards of Christian living for 
the license and so-called liberty of in- 
fidelity. ”’ 

In view of present day discussions 
Bishop Locke makes some _ pertinent 
observations. “At the beginning all 
unbeliefs flew to evolution as a sub- 
Stitute for religion and many atheists 
fell to worshiping at the shrine of this 
theory. The Christian and devout 
scientist, however, kept pace with this 
materialistic confrere, and today de- 
fines evolution in the words of John 
Fiske, as “God's way of doing things.” 
When Alfred Tennyson said to Mr. 
Darwin, “Your theory does not make 
against Christianiiy,” the great scholar 
replied, “Certainly not.”’ | 

The investigation has proceeded so 
far, until now the evolutionist subiects 
himself to ridicule who attempts to 
carry his theory back of the first 
verse in Genesis. A God is a neces- 
sity to the theory. Evolution is really 
no more a theological question than 
multiplication table. Evolution be- 
longs to scientific men, and when they 
have proved their theories, if they 
can, like all truth it may be incorpora? 
ed in the “Bible of the race that ts 
being writ.” 

“Life’s Highest Loyalty.”’ by Camp- 
bell brings out in clear distinctness the 


supreme religious authority of Jesus, 

This volume is a distinct contribu- 
tion to educational evangelism, which 
is the form of evangelism specially 
called for at the present time. The 
substance of it has stood the test of 
experience, having been used with 
gratifying results by the author 
through a series of vears in the train- 
ing of the young people of his church. 
Dealing as it does with the central 
thought of the Christian faith in a sim- 
ple, undogmatic and practical wav, 
and avoiding everything of a sectarian 
Or controversial nature, it will be 
found to be peculiarly adapted to 
Bible Conferences, Young Men’s

I know a writer who had a promis- 
ing career before him. He decided 
he had temperament and that his 


temperament clashed with his wife’s 
temper—and he divorced her.

He.spent two or three more 
years playing around and wooing his 
second wife. He is married to the 
second now and he is about to divorce 
her for the reason that the years he 
consumed in divorcing, wooing and 
remarrying were the years which 
took from him all that he might have 
been in the way of a real writer. 

He has told me regretfully that had 
he been more tolerant of his first 
wife, had he understood that marriage 
meant sacrifice, had he not divorced, 


not philandered and remarried he 
would today have been a man of.-con- 
Sequence in the literary world. As it 
is he has a record of personal experi- 
ences which are very tedious to oth- 
ers to listen to, and his work has not 
been such as to make any real mark. 

An eastern philosopher once said: 
“The first wife is like unto a dog; the 
second like a cat; the third like unto 
a. pig,” which is but an oriental way 
of putting things symbolically, fer 
primitive people. No offense was 
meant by it. What he implied was 
that the first wife has the  faithful- 
ness of a dog, there being no more 
faithful animal. The first wife mar- 
ries a man for what he is _ himself, 
generally speaking. The second en- 
ters upon marriage with a calculating 
mind. She enters it for luxury, for 
ease, for sustenance, as a cushion upon 
which to rest and escape unpleasant 
jars. ' 

When 4 woman marries a man 
who has had two wives she knows 
pretty well what sort of creature he is, 
and she marries him with no intention 
of being imposed upon by him. On 
the contrary, she has many elementary 
aggressive Characteristics; she goes in 
fer what there is in it. That, in the 
words of the eastern philosopher, is 
the piggish element. 

Not all first marriages, it is true, 
have sweet sentimentality about them, 
Unfortunately, this is one of the rea- 
sons for the high divorce rates. Per- 
haps ’tis heretical to say all second 
marriages contain the calculating ele- 
ment. Yet, | wonder how - many 
second-marrieds can say they have 
not been just calculating enough to 
ask, “Shall I be happier? Shall I be 
better off?”

TWO HAT TRICKS 


Would vou like to astonish your 
friends by performing the magic 
hat tritk which is a favorite with 
jugglers? You know the stunt— 
the juggler places his hat on _ his 
foot; he gives it a kick; the hat goes 
Sailing up, makes a complete turn, 
and lands squarely on his head: 

Of course it’s not exactly a fake. 
The trick takes some real practice. 

This is how you go about it. 
Weight the front end of the hat— 
either a stiff hat or a soft one will 
do—with a ‘heavy piece of card- 
board. Place this cardboard around 
the hat close to the lining. 

Hang the hat on your toes with 
the front—the weighted end—to- 
ward the floor. 


Toss Up Hat | 
Toss it into the air, putting | 
enough force behind the toss to 


make the hat, revolving around the 
weighted end, take one full turn. 

It may be necessary at first to 
duck your head to catch the hat. 
But after y@: practice the trick you 
will be able to make the hat land 
squarely on your head by shifting 
your position only slightly. You'd 
better do your practicing, however, 


with an old hat. 


A harder trick, as explained by a 


leading juggler, is the hat spinning 
trick. Use a soft, round hat. Toss 
it into the air before you, making it 
Spin. As it descends catch the brim 
on the side lightly with the spin- 
ning stick and give the hat an easy 


upward push. This will renew its 
Spinning and cause it to ascend 
again. Each time it comes down 


catch the side of the brim with the | 


stick and send the hat back up. 
Use Spinning Stick 

A spinning stick may be bought 
at any hardware store for a tew 
cents. Ask for a dowel stick about 
two feet long. In one end of it 
hammer a brad, allowing it to pro- 
ject about three-sixteenths of an 
inch. Cut off the head and file the 
wire to a point.

It is a mistake to think that the 
woman with the dry skin needs no as- 
tringent. She does. But it must be 
one that tones the tissues. 

Women with dry skins should drink 
copious amounts of water aygd eat the 
sunpler of the rich foods, Nuts like 
the Brazil nut and the walnut are ex- 
cellent for them. Alligator pears 
Should be one of theif favorite foods. 
They should drink plenty of rich, pure 
milk and cream. 

The woman with the dry skin 
should be strict with herself in keep- 
ing readily at hand a jar-of rich feed- 
mg cream. She should be very care- 
ful to “fingerprint” it round the eves. 

The following formula will be 
found a valuable aid, when the skin 
shows a tendency to dryness: 


Oil of sweet almonds .60 grams 


Cecoa butter ....... 12 grams 
Wreee WOR 5 ow evans 6 grams 
Spermacetti ....... 12 grams 


For certain complexions, however, 
cocoa butter is irritating. When this 
iS the case try the following: 

Oil of sweet almonds 100 grams 


White wax ........ 20 grams 
Spermacetti ...... 100 grams 
Rose water ........ 10 grams 


The face powder for the dry-skin- 
med woman should» have a créam 
hase. .Her rouge should be a cream 
rouge, or a compact rouge made on 
a cream base. Her foundation cream 
should have nutritive value and dis- 
tinct body to it. Her lipstick must be 
rich as well. 

We have dealt so far with the two 
extreme types of skin, the dry and the 
oily. There are, of course, innumer- 


able degrees somewhere in between 


ihese two extremes. 


There is, for example, that very dif- 
ficult type of skin that is oily around 
the nose and chin and excessively dry 
on the cheeks and around the eyes. 

Women who are afflicted in either 
of the ways jyst mentioned face a 
double problem. They have to con- 
tend both with the difficulties which 


the continually dry-skinned woman 
knows and also with those which add 
to the cares of the oily skinned. 

A famous humorist once lamented 
the inability of most men and women 
to ‘‘be mejum’’—or, in other words, 
to keep a safe middle course. Mother 
nalure seems to have met with this 
Same trouble in organizing the work- 
mgs of the delicate tissue that covers 
our flesh. 


The great majority of skins show a 
tendency to run to one extreme or the 
other. And it is surprisingly rare for 
the expert in beauty culture to find 
two skins which display quite the 
same tendencies and demand. exactly 
the same treatment to keep them in 
good condition. 

There is as infinite a variety of 
skins as there is of the temperaments 
and states of mental and physical 
health which they so accurately re- 
flect. 


HE general rules I have laid down 

here can be adapted to suit. all 
these varying types. But the impor- 
tant thing is to find out just what type 
you have. 


Some women have what | call the 
“normal” skin. This is'the skin that 
sirikes a happy healthy medium be- 
tween the two extremes of excessive 


oiliness and too great dryness, and it 
is much rare than you would suppose. 

You may suppose also that the nor- 
mal-skinned person needs to do noth- 
ing for her skin. But, on the contrary, 
one can never stand still in this life, 
not even in regard to our beauty. 
Either one moves steadily forward or 
slips backward. 

A normal skin will seldom remain 
normal unless.carefully cared for, and 
normality does not necessarily mean 
that a skin is aS near.perfection as it 
might be. 

This type of woman needs a special 
cream Cleaner of neither too light nor 
ioo rich a Sort, and she needs a certain 
amount of astringent. She needs like- 
wise her enhancing make-up. But she 
is fortunate to this extent, that her 
beauty kit and her beauty practice 
may be very light. She needs for her 
skin’s preservation only one or two 
simple preparations. 

The great danger for the woman 
with a thoroughly. normal ekin is that 
she will be negligent about giving it 


ys Stronger than ever before. 


the comparatively smail amount of 
care its normalcy demands. If she is 
neglectful in this way her disaster may 
be postponed for years. But late or 
soon she will have deep cause to re- 
gret having failed to heed such advice 
as | am giving here. 

l have yet to see the skin so well 
fortified by inheritance and a vigorous 
state of health that it will continue to 
look as well as it should as long as it 
should without a certain amount of 
regular and judicious attention. 

‘For some mysterious reason the 
cate they give their skin is something 
about which many women like to be 
deceptive. Those who devote hours 
every day to their complexions often 


cheerfully deny that they do, saying:. 


“Oh, | haven’t time to bother with 
my skin. I just dab on a Iittle cold 
cream at night and fet it go at that.”

Hang up this page, or lay it where every one can get a good look at it. Then take pencil and paper; it is 
best to have three sheets for each person, or to have a sheet so large that part of it can be folded underneath 
when you have finished writing on it. 

As you can see, there are nine objects pictured on the page. Let each person have a good look at it; a 
minute should be ample time for any one to memorize the names of the things shown. Then proceed as follows: 

If you have three sheets of paper each, write on the first sheet the names of the nine objects, in any order 
in which they occur to you. Turn this sheet over so that the names are hidden, and on the second sheet 
write the names of the objects in the order in which they are shown on the page, that is, their order taking each 
row from left to right beginning with the top. Turn this sheet over also, and on the third write the names of 
the objects in the reverse order. If you use one sheet, fold each list under as soon as you have written it. 

Score one point for each object. If you write all three lists correctly, you make 27 points. An object left 
out or wrongly named, or incorrectly placed in order, takes 1 point off the score.
